promoters and one of the banks chiefly inter 
ested with them—a Hungarian bank—got tor 
deep into the financial tangle and were obliged 
to liquidate, and this marked the first period 
of the organization of the petroleum com 
panies of Europe. The German bank and the 
Vienna Banking Union, which to all appear 
ances were at the back of the financial estal 
lishments referred to, resolved to act no longer 
indirectly, but to take the position boldly and 
directly into their own hands. For this pur- 
pose the capital of the Steaua Romana was 
raised to 6,000,000 francs in 1903 and a large 
block of bonds was issued. Later the capital 
was advanced rapidly to 50,000,000 frances with 
an issue of 17,500,000 francs as bonds 

This institution, the Steaua, being the most 
important Roumanian concern of the kind, 
sold its products in Western Europe through 


a European combination, but in the East this 


company had an organization and contracts 
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of its own. In Italy,

pany, and another which turned out to be rep 
resentative of the Nobels and Rothschilds, 
ind formed the Italian Oil Importation Com 
pany, the capital of which was 900,000 lire 
Then it appears that the German bank entered 
into an understanding with English producers, 
ncluding the Shell Company, for the purpose 
if defeating the American trust. In order to 
sell kerosene they formed a German petroleum 
Products Company This company had a 
capital of 9,000,000 marks. This capital was 
ivided between the German banks, the 
Steaua Romana and the Shell Company. Ther 
irious organizations were formed for the 
sale of petroleum and its products in various 
suntries, special houses being established for 
he purpose in England, in Denmark and 
Sweden, in Holland and Belgium, and_ in 
Switzerland. 

These initial steps in the monopolization of 
the petroleum industries of Europe were su 
eeded by the interest which the German Bank 

ok in the Nobels and Rothschild concerns in 
Russia. These concerns, it may be remem 
veered, on looking back had had their trial of 
strength with the Standard, and had achieved 
i certain independence; but a time came in
